Presumably the character had proved to be 
popular enough to. warrant acquiring. the 
ehts to. use both the character and 
Blsabeth Sladen’s likeness, for the weekly 
strip, In TY Come, Sarah was to become 
atarget for the Doctor's apparent 
chauvinism, frequently being abused wath, 
Such sexist remarks ag “Isn't that just 
Hike a woman?”
